The  Superintendent  Speaks 

As  you  may  already 
know,  the  Boulder  River 
School  and  Hospital  has 
for  many  years  been 
without  an  all-denomina- 
tional chapel  for  the  re- 
ligious instruction  of  our 
residents.  It  is  also  ap- 
parent that  if  a  chapel 
is  to  be  built  at  Boulder 
River  School,  funding 
will  have  to  be  from 
private  sources.  We  have 
the  approval  of  the  41st 

Legislative  Assembly,  the  Department  of  Institu- 
tions and  the  Board  of  Institutions  to  begin  a 
campaign  for  such  monies  that  are  needed  for 
this  facility.  Therefore,  we  are  asking  the  parents 
of  our  residents,  and 'or  anyone  who  reads  our 
paper  to  contribute  to  this  worthy  cause. 

Quite  a  number  of  individual  sponsors  have  al- 
ready indicated  their  support,  an  Architect  is  to 
be  appointed  and  a  concentrated  correspondence 
campaign  has  started.  A  number  of  personal  peti- 
tions resulted  in  raising  approximately  $12,000 
before  the  campaign  officially  started.  Our  Resi- 
dents have  already  contributed,  confident  that 
this  will  be  a  successful  drive. 

You,  your  relatives,  friends,  neighbors  and 
our  residents  deserve  a  worthy  place  of  worship. 
Presently,  the  only  place  of  worship  at  Boulder 
River  School  is  the  School  Gymnasium.  Quite 
often,  prior  to  or  after  the  services,  some  rec- 
reational activity  takes  place  for  our  residents 
participation.  We  do  not  so  treat  OUR  House  of 
God  -  -  why  should  our  residents  be  required  to? 

I  would  like  to  ask  all  parents,  relatives  and  all 
our  friends  to  contribute  toward  construction  of 
a  chapel  at  the  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital. 
This  chapel  will  be  a  symbol  of  faith  as  well  as  a

The  Foster  Grandparent  Program  at  the  Boul- 
der River  School  and  Hospital  is  well  underway 
and  is  showing  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number 
of  agressive  and  acting  out  behaviors  among  the 
60  Foster  Grandchildren.  Children  who  previously 
spent  a  majority  of  time  in  inadaptive  attention 
seeking  behavior  have  dropped  these  behavior  pat- 
terns and  are  shifting  these  responses  to  meet 
attention  needs  through  positive  action.  Addition- 
ally speech  development  progress  has  sharply 
risen  in  the  few  months  since  the  programs  incep- 
tion. Children  who  had  either  limited  speech  or 
unused  verbal  skills  have  opened  up  to  their  Fos- 
ter Grandparent  and  the  verbal  response  has  gen- 
eralized to  their  ward  and  classroom  settings. 

Initially  Foster  Grandparents  were  somewhat 
ill  at  ease,  seemingly  accustomed  to  being  treated 
as  noncontributing  elders  and  almost  apologetic 
to  other  regular  staff  members  for  being  on  the 
program.  These  attitudes  have  shifted  now  to  one 
of  social  identification  with  the  project.  The  par- 
ticipants now  speak  of  "my  boy"  and  "our  pro- 
gram" and  are  begging  to  see  the  positive  re- 
sults they  are  engendering.  An  espirit  de  corp  has

A  New  Service

Through  a  special  grant  from  the  U.S.  Public 
Health  Service,  an  Information  and  Referral 
Service  has  been  set  up  in  Great  Falls  to  serve 
16  Montana  Counties. 

This  Information  in  Referral  Center  directs 
people  to  the  organization  which  can  best  help 
them  with  their  problems.  There  is  no  charge 
for  this  service  and  it  is  strictly  confidential. 
The  center  is  in  contact  with  community  re- 
sources in  the  areas  of  youth,  adoption,  legal 
aid,  vocational  training,  nursing  care,  mental 
retardation,  emotional  problems,  family  problems, 
volunteer  services  emergency  assistance  and  lei- 
sure time  activities. 

The  center  serves  the  counties  of  Blaine, 
Broadwater,  Choteau,  Fergus,  Glacier,  Hill,  Jef- 
ferson, Judith  Basin,  Cascade,  Lewis  and  Clark, 
Liberty,  Meagher,  Phillips,  Pondera,  Teton,  and 
Toole.  The  center  is  located  at  1812  Tenth  Avenue 
South,  Great  Falls,  phone  number  761-7261.

Our  work  here  is  never  dull.  This  is  an  exciting, 
if  sometimes,  frustrating,  occasion  in  the  life  of 
Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital.

ESEA  TITLE  I  NEWS

ESEA  Title  I  funding  has  made  possible  a  num- 
ber of  innovative  and  exploratory  programs  for 
the  1968-69  project  year.  Entitled  Expansion  of 
Special  Education  Services,  the  Title  T  srant  has 
served  to  complement,  extend  and  provide  a  new 

depth  in  programming  which  has  not  been  pre- 
viously attainable.  A  growing  focus  nationwide 
on  particular  handicapped  groups  within  the 
broader  spectrum  of  mental  retardation  has  pro- 
vided the  pattern  for  program  development  with- 
in the  ESEA  project.  Mid-year  evaluations  of  the 
programs  developed  have  served  to  provide  feed 
back  as  effectiveness  and  modifications  of  cur- 
riculum to  better  achieve  project  goals.  The  fol- 
lowing sections  provide  an  up-to-date  commentary 
on  activities  and  news  in  the  three  major  Title  I 
program  areas. 

SCHOOL  —  BLIND  EDUCATION 
MDXE  CAHnX 
LOOKDNG  BACK

become  adjusted  to  a  classroom  environment,  yet 
not  to  the  extent  of  all  work  and  no  play.  Once 
the  work  is  satisfactorily  completed,  there  is  time 
for  games  and  listening  to  our  favorite  records 
and  stories. 

Lately  we  have  learned  that  in  order  to  receive, 
we  must  give.  This  is  learned  as  we  give  some 
paper  money  for  a  bag  of  popcorn.  For  most  of  us 
it  is  just  a  piece  of  paper  that  we  have  to  give 
up  for  that  delicious  bag  of  popcorn.  Whatever 
learning  tokes  place  one  thing  is  sure,  we  do  appre- 
ciate those  puffy  kernels  of  corn.

EDUCATIONAL  ADJUSTMENT 
LEONAE  WAITERS.  Instructor 

A  telephone  extension  in  the  Educational  Ad- 
justment Room  and  an  exterior  switchboard  has 
been  utilized  as  a  high  interest  innovation  in  de- 
veloping communicatve  skills  in  the  participants. 
Margaret  Yadao  and  Robbie  MacDonald  have  been 
especially  responsive  to  the  telephone  medium 
and  language  usage  is  increasing.  A  teletrainer 
device  is  being  used  as  a  lead  up  instrument  for 


the  telecon  technique  and  has  proven  to  be  in- 
triguing and  stimulating  for  the  students. 

A  Davis  Universal  Feeder  Unit  which  auto- 
matically disperses  M  &  M's,  Fruit  Loops  and  sim- 
ilar edibles  has  been  introduced  to  provide  rein- 
forcement for  desired  responses  during  classroom 
activities.  Clyde  Baker  has  responded  well  to  this 
sort  of  reward  system  and  enjoys  pairing  picture 
cards  with  verbal  responses  in  expanding  his 
vocabulary  base. 

Colored  hand  marks  have  been  introduced  as 
an  advanced  reward  system.  As  each  student 
makes  an  appropriate  response,  he  or  she  is  given 
a  colored  mark  on  the  back  of  the  hand.  At  the 
end  of  the  class  period,  the  marks  are  counted 
and  exchanged  through  washing  off  for  a  reward 
which  is  highly  valued  by  the  student.

DEAF  EDUCATION 
SYLVIA  HALL.  Director 

The  Speech  and  Hearing  Department  is  plan- 
ning to  host  a  workshop  for  the  parents  of  the 
Deaf  Education  students  prior  to  summer  vaca- 
tion. It  is  hoped  that  many  of  the  parents  will 
be  able  to  attend.  The  students  in  the  primary 
classes  are  learning  to  print,  fingerspell,  and  sign. 
In  the  advanced  class  the  students  are  working  on 
written  language,  money  and  other  practical  ex- 
periences for  the  community  life.  The  pre-primary 
groups  are  learning  a  basic  sign  vocabulary.

DENTAL  SEMINAR 

The  first  budget  year  of  the  Dental  Seminar 
at  Boulder  at  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital 
was  completed  in  March  of  1969.  Thirty-two  den- 
tists from  the  state  of  Montana  attended  the 
course  and  received  training  in  dental  care  for 
which  they  received  certificates  of  achievement. 

This  training  was  accomplished  through  lec- 
tures, movies,  demonstrations  and  actual  clinical 
practice  in  the  new  dental  offices  provided  in 
Dove  Hall.  When  these  dentists  return  to  the 
communities  in  which  they  live  they  are  able 
to  put  their  training  to  good  use  by  treating 
the  mentally  retarded  in  thier  communities. 

This  seminar  provides  two  and  a  half  days  of 
dental  service  per  month  to  the  residents  of  the 
Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital  that  they 
would  not  otherwise  have  received.  During  the 
first  seven  seminars,  the  dentists  who  attended 
the  course  completed  753  separate  dental  opera- 
tions for  the  residents.  This  service  helps  Dr. 
Tiddy's  effort  a  great  deal  to  provide  the  resi- 
dents with  a  healthy  comfortable  oral  condition. 
Dr.  Jack  Terrill  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health,  feels  that  the  project  is  of  great  value 
in  many  ways.  After  completing  an  evaluation 
of  the  program  in  December,  Dr.  Terrill  found 
that  more  mentally  retarded  had  received  dental 
treatment  in  their  communities  than  ever  had 
received  treatment  before.  Furthermore,  many  of 
the  dentists  had  taken  active  parts  in  local  asso- 
ciatons  for  the  mentally  retarded.

CONTINUING  CARE  UNIT 

The  Continuing  Care  Unit  has  been  working 
on  the  development  of  several  new  programs  for 
residents  within  the  unit.  Two  of  these  programs 
are  placement  programs  and  the  other  ones  in- 
volve the  residents  that  remain  in  the  institution. 
The  placement  programs  are  a  sheltered  work 
placement  for  older  residents  and  a  placement  of 
older  residents  in  private  homes  in  communities 
around  the  state. 

The  sheltered  work  placement  enables  us  to 
place  older  residents  in  community  situations 
where  they  may  live  and  work  in  a  sheltered 
situation.  They  are  able  to  do  limited  work  as- 
signments but  are  not  able  to  perform  in  an  actual 
job  situation.  They  receive  room  and  board  and 
a  small  salary.  Each  person  is  given  a  trial  place- 
ment period  of  three  months  and  then  an  evalua- 
tion of  the  situation  is  made  by  the  employer  and 
by  staff  of  the  Boulder  River  School  and  Hospital. 
At  this  time  it  is  then  determined  if  the  person 
will  remain  in  this  situation.  Two  residents  from 
our  unit  have  been  placed  in  this  manner.  They 
are  Marie  Herring  and  Ralph  Henderson. 

A  few  residents  here  are  able  to  live  in  private 
homes  and  become  a  part  of  the  family.  It  is 
similar  to  a  foster  home  placement  but  is  for 
older  people.  These  people  might  accomplish 
simple  tasks  in  the  home  and  find  ways  to  use 
their  leisure  time  which  is  enjoyable  to  them. 
One  continuing  care  resident.  Virgil  Bontempo. 
has  gone  to  live  with  a  family  in  Butte. 

Continuing  Care  residents  and  employees  are 
working  together  on  a  program  to  beautify  the 
grounds.  Plans  are  to  build  rock  gardens,  plant 
flowers  and  shrubs,  and  in  general  keep  the  areas 
around  the  cottages  cleaner.  . 

A  grooming  program  in  all  continuing  care 
cottages  is  in  full  swing  under  the  direction  of 
Beth  Scott,  teacher's  aide  for  the  unit.

Each  day  they  work  in  a  different  cot- 
tage helping  with  waxing,  cleaning  windows, 
washing  walls  and  other  major  cleaning  jobs.

and  feelings  of  every  person.  Jackie  Almanza  and 
Ricky  Walsh  excel  at  self-expression  through 
dancing  and  the  teacher  notes  a  real  feeling  of 
conscious  vitality  in,  with,  and  through  the  stu- 
dents through  the  media  of  music. 

The  signs  of  growth  in  the  human  natures  in- 
teracting with  the  teacher  are  slowly  creeping  to 
the  surface.  The  growth  is  not  measurable  in 
time  present  but  as  each  student  continues  to 
affirm  his  self  and  extend  his  affirmation  out- 
wards toward  those  around  him,  the  budding 
forth  of  personalities  becomes  more  visible. 

It  is  difficult  to  evaluate  now  the  effects  of  a 
teacher's  efforts  to  surface  the  abilities  and  the 
capacities  afforded  each  to  enjoy  life.  Plato  ad- 
monitioned  all  teachers  when  he  remarked  that 
the  soul  was  not  a  vessel  to  be  filled  but  a  fire 
to  be  kindled.  And  in  this  sense,  I  would  judge 
my  year  of  teaching  to  have  some  beneficial  re- 
sults in  that  I  have  observed  some  sparks  of 
personality  which  could,  if  kept  glowing,  enkindle 
the  atmosphere  of  each  person's  world. 

The  object  and  the  measurement  of  growth, 
then,  would  be  the  ability  to  see  each  student's 
progress  in  discovering  a  meaningful  way  of 
making  himself  present  to  the  world  and  the 
world  present  to  him — so  that  each  has  a  feeling 
of  conscious  vitality,  and  that  is  what  happiness 
is  all  about.  And  perhaps  that  is  one  way  of  ex- 
plaining why  Spring,  with  all  of  nature's  ripening 
forth,  makes  us  happy  as  we  experience  the 
VITALITY  of  growth  in  the  actions  of  nature.
